One of the most interesting de- 
velopments of recent weeks has been 
the sudden alarm of many men in 
public office over various political 
ce theories which hap- 
pened to originate elsewhere than in 
legislative halls. 

Openly the politicians are express- 
ing amazement at many of these 
new plans and projects, and wonder- 
ing aloud just where and how they 
were inspired. 

But the politicians should be the 
last of men to ask such questions. 

For years many of them, in the 
quest of popular support, have been 
advocating projects not only start- 
ling and unusual, but frequently at 
odds with our American theories of 
government. 

For years many of them have 
been preaching, for example, the 
exact opposite of Grover Cleveland’s 
famous dicturyn that it is the busi- 
ness of the people to support the

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government—not of the government 
to support the peonle. 

But whatever the temporary in- 
fluence of such philcsophies on 
scattered groups of citizens, they 
seem to be exercising little effect 
on the great productive body of 
American workers and earners. 

Recognizing a responsibility to the 
handicapped and unfortunate, this 
predominate group, which repre- 
sents the real strength and spirit 
of America, still believes with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt that America expects 
every citizen to be willing, so far as | 
he is able, to pull his own weight. | 

And so long as that typically 
American spirit of courage and self- | 
reliance prevails, neither the poli- \ 
ticians nor the people need fear the 
wildest theories.

Supreme Court Opens With 
Both Barrels on Black 
Committee Snooping. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.— 
“Our institutions must be kept 
free from the appropriation of 
unauthorized power,” was the 
warning given by the United 
States Supreme court to the 


President and his associates 
when the court handed down its 
ruling that the securitics and ex- 
change commission had overstepped 


its authority in the much-pub- 
licized Jones case. 


The court also aimed a blast or 
two at the multitudinous alphabet- 
ical bureaus which the President 
has set up, and at the “fishing ex- 
peditions” into the affairs of pri- 
vate Citizens, such as the 
tigations of the Black committee. 

Snooping of the kind which the 
Black committee has been doing 
is both tyrannical and unlawful, the 
eourt indicated, emphasizing the 
fact that it is the duty of the courts 
to protect the private citizen from 
these intolerable abuses, 

Court Cites “Star Chamber.” 

Of denial of immunity from com- 
pulsory self-accusation, unlawful 
searches and seizures and unlaw 
ful inquisitorial investigations, the 
court said: 

“They were among those intol- 
erable abuses of the Star Chamber 
which brought that institution to 
an end at the hands of the lons 
parliament in 1640. Even the short- 
est step in the direction of eurtail- 
ing one of these rights must be 
yalted in limine, lest it serve as a 
precedent for further advances in 
the same direction, or for wrongful 
invasions of the others.”

Washington, D, C.—Despite Pres- 
ident toosevelt’s early promises 
that the nation was to have a bal- 
anced budget during the current fis- 
eal year, the national deficit was 
greater at the three-quarter point 
of the current fiscal year than at 
that point last year, The 1936. fig- 
ure was $2,287,130,510 compared 
with $2,199,698,969 in 1935.
